The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention as a whole including the resistance 
mounted on a support, which includes groups of recesses being established in 
diametrically opposed areas of the orifice for the passage of air through said orifice, said 
groups of recesses of arched semicircular configuration, with an interior nipple defining 
an arched recess wherein the corresponding inflection of the resistance is coupled with 
interposition of a ceramic insulator, in the context of a cold starting system for high- 
speed direct-injection diesel engines utilizing heating elements in the form a ribbon and 
serpentine shaped with uniform spacing between the loops of serpentine, where the 
faces of the ribbon are parallel to the intake conduit axis for the passage of air to the 
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engine so that the edges of said ribbon are perpendicular to the direction of air flow, and 
the support is fastened to the engine.
